liant and colorful men ever to 
occupy the stage of public life in 
America,"

(D-Ky), who had been 


aided by Lewis in the latter's ca- 
pacity of democratic whip." 


Although he had served both 


the states of Washington 
and 


Illinois in congress, Lewis was 
a Virginian by birth. He never 
told his age, but 
there 
were 


varying reports he was 72 or 75 
years old when he died. 


He was elected to the senate 


from Illinois in 1912, but was de- 
feated for a second term. 
In 


1930, however, he "came back" 
then was re-elected in 1938.

CORDELL, Okla., April 10.—(/P) 
Five years ago, the federal gov- 
ernment made the startling an- 
nouncement It was going to plant 
a shelterbelt of trees to protect 
the great plains from crop-killing 
winds. 


The government was going to 
plant mile-long strips of trees 
all the way from • the 
cotton 


fields of Texas to the North Da- 
kota wheat country. It was go- 
,ing to plant trees where there 
never had been any before. 


The announcement stirred up 
a breeze of comment as strong 
as the bllzard winds that werq 
blasting apart some of the na- 
tion's richest crop lands. 


But the government turned a 
deaf ear to the storm of criticism 
and began to plant the trees. One 
by one, skeptical farmers agreed 
to co-operate by permitting es- 
tablishment 
of 
shclterbelts 
on 
their land. 


The government set up the nur- 
series, 
planted 
the 
trees, 
and 


kept close watch on each strip to 
replace the twigs that couldn't 
stand up against a western dus- 
ter.. 


After the first flurry of com- 


ment, little was heard about the 
shelterbelt for three years. 


Then • Dr. A. H. Bungarflt, Cor- 


dell 
landowner, yelled 
for 
the 


forest service to help him thin 
out his trees, 


What have been the results of 
this gigantic experiment? 
"Well, I'll tell you," said Farm- 


er E. A. Kirk of Mahgum, Okla. 
"I didn't think much of this tree 
business when they first started 
it, but I'm convinced now that If 
we had a shelterbelt across every 
section of land in Western Okla- 
homa 
our troubles from wind 


erosion and crop blowing would 
be over." 
He says the trees actually have 
stopped blowing of his farm and 
his crop production has shown 
a visible increase. 


On Dr. Bungardt's farm, cotton- 


woods and Chinese elms tower

PHOENIX, Ariz., April 10.—(/TV- 
Tho tumultuous days of the Old 
West, where feuds over range and 
water rights were settled with a 
six-gun, are fast drawing to a 
close In Arizona, and one of those 
largely responsible is State Land 
Commissioner William Alberts.

His prospective converts are the 
livestock men, some of whom rec- 
ords show, have not been averse 
even in recent years to primitive 
methods of settlement. But when 
Alberts sits at a conference table, 
le has a bargaining weapon which 
tho wily cattleman recognized as 
the government's "big stick." It 
Is the authority given the state to 
make exchanges of 2,000,000 acres 
of federal land for raneg.land pur- 
rently In use.. 
• ' 


Of the nearly 100 disputes which 
Alberts has tackled flnce starting 
a-tour of tho state recently, all ex- 
cept seven have been worked out, 
with Ills ndvice- and suggestions, 
by the cattlemen themselves. 
In 
cases where there siiems to be an 
Irreparable conflict, he steps In 
and stipulates under what range 
conditions the rival livestock men 
shnl lopcrate. 
Alberts is convinced as a result 


of his experiences as 
arbitrator, 
that "just about every acre of the 
2,000,000 will come under plstute." 
When livestock men are ablo to 
agree on range conditions among 
themsolves, 
Alberts 
takes no 
chances. He Issues leases on tho 
spot. 


Alberts' tour of the state will 


take him into the many remote 
areas Including the "strip" coun- 
try, 
north of the Colorado river. 
Last week he visited Mammoth, 


in the rugged Arlvalpa section of 
Southern Arizona where six-guns 
still flnro occasionally over dls- 
putcd domains.

Most of the payments, which In- 
clude not only salaries but also 
such compensation as bonuses and 
commissions, were made In 1937.

mouth of the Qulllayute river. 


It sent out an SOS before tha 


crow abandoned ship. 


The men walked up the beach 


to tha station.

South Carolina would be used in 
that state.

general were hoping for a few 
days of sunshiny weather in or- 
der to get their 1930 crops on the 
way.

The official allotment for the 


cotton region, released last De- 
cember by tho department of ag- 
ricultur was 27,500,000 acres com- 
pared with a harvested acreage 
in 1938 of 25,346,000 acres, which 
produced 12,008,000 bales.
